CONVENTION 


Of the United Bill Posters’ Association 
of England Held at Scarborough. 


The annual conference of the United Bill 
Posters’ Association was held in the Grand 
Hall of the Constitutional Club, Scarbor- 
ough, Aug. 19-20. One hundred and thirty 
members spent an enjoyable day at Whitby 
Regatta, half the number going from Sear- 
borough by steamer, and the remainder by 
train. Arrangements had been made for the 
ladies of the party to go for a drive while 
the business of the conference was being 
transaeted, but owing to the inclement 
weather this was abandoned. 

There were nearly two hundred members 


at the conference. The retiring president, 


tailie W. B. MeMillan, of Greenock, took 
the chair at the opening, and was sup- 
ported amongst others by the president- 


elect, Mr. Walter Hill, London, and Messrs. 
I. Rockley, Nottingham; A. E. Richardson, 
Bottle; W. R. Bleakby, Bolton; J. Benton, 
London: Joshua Sheldon, Leeds; R. A. Jack- 
son, Liverpool: W. Wynn, Sheffield; W. 
Johnson, South Shields; J. O. Rogers, Bel- 
fast; T. MeArthur, Dundee; C. G Wright, 
secretary, London, and Mr. J. W. Chapman, 
Scarborough. 

At the outset the president introduced 
Alderman Valentine Fowler, J.P., who in 
the absence of the mayor, Councillor J. Sin- 
field, gove the conference a welcome to Sear- 
borough. 

The chairman returned thanks on behalf 
of the conference, and said it was with feel- 
ings of delight that members last year 
agreed to make Scarborough the next meet- 
ing place. Many members were making 
iheir first visit, but he felt certain from the 
various expressions of opinion he had heard 
from the members that it would not be the 
last. Evervone had been thoroughly satis- 
fied in spite of the very wet Sunday. 

Alderman Fowler then retired, and the or- 
dinary business of the conference was pro- 
ceeded with. 

The retiring president welcomed the mem- 
bers, and alluded to an invitation which he 
and other representatives from England re- 
ceived from the American Association of 
Bill Posters to attend a convention at Mil- 
waukee in July last. At that gathering they 
were magnificently treated by the bill post- 
ers on the other side. What struck him 
forcibly with regard to the association of 
America was the manner in which they did 
their business. That association was one 
of the strongest corporate bodies it had ever 
been his lot to have any dealings with, They 
conducted their business on a seale which 
was altogether different to similar associa- 
tions in his country. Their associations 
were founded upon protective principles, 
and they only allowed one bill poster in one 
town, no matter what the population. But 
they absolutely controlled every member 
and members of the American association 
had absolute faith in their association, and 


appreciated everything that was done for 
them. There were many things in which 
England led, but there were other things 


in which it would be very well if English 
bill posters cou'd follow their cousins over 
the sea. Mr. MeMillan added that the 
American association sent to their English 
brethren fraternal greetings. 

The report and balance sheet were adopt- 
ed without discussion, and Mr. Walter Hill, 
of London, was elected president for the 
third time in thirteen years.

The retiring president was put upon the 
committee unanimously, and other vacanc es 
were filled by the election of Mr, 
Sheldon and Mr. Rogers. 

It was decided that the next 
should take place at Margate.

The president having given the usual loyal

The borough member gave the toast of 
“Success to the United Bill Posters’ Asso- 
ciation,’ and said his first words to them 
would be those of welcome to Scarborough. 

The president, in responding, said that it 
was some thirteen years since the associa- 
tion was founded in order that by mutual 
council and support they could the better 
meet attacks made upon the trade; that 
they could the more easily remedy any 
abase or defects in the way the trade was 
conducted. The work of the association 
supplied a public want, and was carried out 
in accord with public sentiment. They had 
formed the association rather than fill the 
air with their cries. The work of the as- 
sociation during the past year might be 
summerized as defense and advancement. 
In defending their interests, threatened by 
various bills in Parliament during the past 
season, the association had spent over £1,- 
O00. 

Mr. J. E. Walker gave the toast of ‘‘The 
President, Vice President and Committee of 
the Association,” The trade, he said, was 
quute safe in the hands of those gentlemen.

ENJOINING BILL POSTERS. 


The city of Mt. Vernon, N. Y., in seek- 


ing to enjoin William Seeley and Hirain 
Spencer from pesting advertising bills 


within the limits of the municipality until 
they obeyed a city ordinance and obtained 
a permit from the mayor, failed to allege 
that the business of bill posting was a nui- 
sance, and for that reason the Second Ap- 
pellate Division has affirmed a judgment 
denying an injunction pendente lite. “It is 
hardly necessary,”’ says Presiding Justice 
Goodrich, for the court, ‘‘to cite any other 
decision than that in Village of New Ro- 
chelle vs. Lang, (75 Hun, 608), where the 
court, Mr. Justice Cullen writing, affirmed 
on abundant authority an order denying an 
injunction to restrain the construction of a 
wooden building in that village, on the 
ground that it is no part of the business of 
a court of equity to enforce the penal laws 
of the State or the by-laws of a corporation 
by injunction, unless the act sought to be 
restrained is a nuisance.’ — New York 
Times.

CROP REPORT. 

Following is the weekly summary of crop 
conditions made up by the Agricultural De- 
partment: 

The temperature conditions in the North- 
ern districts east of the Missouri Valley 
‘during the week ending Sept. 1 were more 
favorable for maturing crops than in the 
previous week, but as in the two weeks im- 
mediately preceding excessively high tem- 
peratures prevailed in the central and west 
xulf districts, including Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory, Excessive rains have con- 
tinued n the Lower Missouri and Red River 
of the North Valley to the serious detriment 
of grain in shock and stack, and with tem- 
peratures slightly below normal in the Mis- 
souri Valley the maturity of crops has not 
advanced rapidly. Continued absence of 
rain has intensified the drought in the West 
Gulf districts, and rain is generally needed 
in the Ohio Valley and in coast districts 
from Southern New England to the Caro- 
Inas. Generally rains have relieved drought 
conditions in the East Gulf districts. Frost, 
with ice, in exposed places occurred in the 
Northern Rocky Mountain region on the 
morning of Aug. 29. Generally favorable 
conditions prevailed on the Pacific Coast, 
although rather cool in the northern dis- 
tricts during the fore part of the week. 

In the States of the Missouri Valley and 
in portions of the Upper Mississippi Valley 
eorn has made fair progress, but has not 
matured rapidiy, owing to low temperatures 
and excessive moisture. Dry, warm weather 
is greatly needed in the Missouri Valley for 
the maturity of corn, which will require 

yractically a month in Iowa and Eastern 

Jebraska. In Illinois, Indiana and Ohio the 
maturity of corn has been more rapid, but 
the late crop is in need of rain in portions 
of Wisconsin, Indiana and Ohio. Farly corn 
is being cut in Missouri and Kansas, and is 
being marketed and fed to stock in the 
last-named State. 

Rains have greatly interfered with thrash- 
ing of spring wheat throughout the Dako- 


tas, Minnesota, IJowa and Nebraska, atid 
sprouting in shock is extensively reported. 
Harvesting is nearly finished on the North 
Pacific Coast, where thrashing is progress- 
ing under favorable conditions, with about 
average yields. 

But little rain has fallen over much the 
greater part of the cotton belt westward 
of the Mississippi River during the past 
month, the last three weeks of which have 
been excessively warm, the week ending 
Sept. 1 being practically rainless over the 
greater part of Louisiana, portions of Ar- 


kansas and Oklahoma and_ throughout 
Yexas, with the exception of a few light 
showers in the north central and north- 


eastern portions, the result of which, with 
the ravages of insects, has been a steady 
deterioration in the condition of cotton dur- 


ing the second and third decades. While 
favorable weather conditions in the future 


a marked improvement in the 
cotton in Texas, the reports 
under the mast favorable cir- 
the yield would be much 
shorter of an average crop. The central 
and eastern districts of the cotton belt, 
with the exception of portions of the Caro- 
linas, where drought continues, have re- 
ceived abundant rains, but too late to be of 
material benefit, while causing considerable 
injury to open cotton. Some slight improve- 
ment is reported from portions of Florida 
and Georgia, and less premature opening 
from Alabama, but rust and shedding are 
very general throughout the central and 
eastern districts. The weather map of this 
date (Se — 2) shows that good rains fell 
over a large part of Texas during the twen- 
ty-four hours ending 8 a.m., Sept. 2. 
Cutting and curing of tobacco have pro- 
gressed under favorable conditions, and are 
largely finished in the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia. 

Some improvement in the outlook for ap- 
ples is indicated in portions of the central 
valleys and lake region, but in the Middle 
Atlantic States the prospects are for a crop

INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

The resumption of coal mining in the 
Virginias affords considerable relief, not 
only because of its local effect, but by vir 
tue of the fact that it will relieve the 
stringency of fuel from which many indus 
tries in other sections of the country have 
been suffering. Just at present iron and 


steel are in great demand, and will continue 
to be for some time, but the production was 
threatened with curtailment, especially in 
Kentucky and Ohio. However, though at 
this writing the coke situation has not im 
proved, but rather grows worse, the news 
from New River, Kanawha and Pocahontas 
distriets most encouraging, the strikes 
in those districts having been declared off, 
and relief will early be given the furnaces 
depending on these districts for their sup- 
ply of fuel. 

No serious strikes have been reported dur- 
ing the past week, and outside of the an- 
thracite regions prosperity seems genera'. 
Money is plentiful in the South, and man- 
agers need not hesitate to book that part of 
the country. There will, perhaps, be more 
theatrical companies in the South this sea- 
son than there have been before in a de 
eande, but this is offset by the fact that 
there is more money, more industry, more 
enterprise in the South than there has been 
before in a decade.

ThiS may 
effect all the small towns of the South that 
depend on cotton alone for their prosperity, 
but I don’t think it will be noticed to any 
great extent in Columbus, as we have many 
other channels to supply us. 


RE DRAMATIZED NOVELS. 

A well-known manager was recently asked 
why he did not yield to the furore for dram 
atized novels. I have never regarded the 
dramatized novel as being in a distinet cate- 
gory.” he answered. “The playwright of 
ali periods has owed a heavy debt to the 
romancer. I have seen plays whose strong- 
est situations were easily traceable to some 
popular work of fiction. In fact, Shakes- 
peare’s plots were, as is commonly known, 
taken from various stories, some of which 
would now be wholly overlooked, except by 
students, were it not for the vivifying touch 
of his genius. Shakespeare had no pub 
lishing houses to interview before his dram 
atizations of popular stores were put before 
the footlights. Neither was he hampered 
by the personal tastes of the authors whose 
tales he utilized. He worked with a free 
hand, culling what he needed from any 
souree that his reading might open to him, 
and welding or discarding without fear of 
censure. While I am glad to see every 
man reep the full reward of his own brains, 
I must confess that I do not think the pro 
cess of dramatizing stories which subordin 
ated the playwright to the author and the 
publishing house is conducive to artistic re 
sults. It is likely to be purely a mercenary 
enterprise with so many influential share 
holders that distinctive results are impos 
sible. Yet it should not be overlooked that 
some of the greatest plays are those whose 
plots were not of the dramatists own de 
vising. ‘The Taming of the Shrew’ was 
adapted from a previous comedy which was 
brought to Shakespeare’s attentien vs ‘A 
‘leasant Conceited History Called ° tam 
ing of A Shrew.’ The plot of *Much Ado 
About Nothing’ was borrowed from an Ital 
ian short story writer named Bandello, who 
probably absorbed it from Ariosto’s ‘Or 
lando Furioso.’ ” 


If it is proverbially impossible to deter 
mine by selection the greatest work of 
Shakespeare, it is easy enough to decide 


on the date and name of his most perfect 
comic masterpiece, For absolute power of 
composition, for faultless balance and 
blameless rectitude of design, there is un 
questionably no creation of his hand that 
will bear comparison with ‘Much Ado 
About Swinburne.

Three New Plays Brought Out on 
Broadway Seabrooke’s Dilemma. 


With half a dozen new plays on view and 
several more in the near future, together 
with the usual weekly changes of program, 
the fal dramatic season is now well under 
way This week has been one of produce- 
tions. Faree, drama and comic opera were 
each in turn presented as candidates for 
public favor, and well received. The visitor 
from out of town (and his name is legion 
in September) will find a goodly variety of 
dramatic fare. 

KNICKERBOCKER. 

The career of the Rogers Brothers amidst 
the dignified surroundings of Harvard Hall 
and Massachusetts Hall is immensely 
funny. Along the quiet walks and in the 
shade of the academic elms, two old rakes 
of guardians and two young dogs of wards, 
two French milliners and two young wom 
en to whom virtue is an elastic term, are 
entangled in a plot resembling a double 
quadrille in which the ery is always: 
“Change partners.”” The Rogers Brothers 
meanwhile appear now again with song. 
dance and jocularity, sometimes in the 
character of professors, sometimes in that 
of members of the Varsity eleven, thus ef 
facing with one masterful stroke a long 
standing difference between the faculty and 
athletics. The first of the scenes of the 
play is in the garden at Claremont, with 
Grant's Tomb looming on the back drop, 
and the third is in the entertainment hall 
of the Eden Musee. All three sceenes, and 
especially the Harvard yard, are done with 
admirable scenic effect, and all the trap 
pings of the show are in luxurious good 
taste: especially to be noted is the batlet 
Its gowns are of excellent variety and rich 
ness. It is apparent the training has been 
in skilled hands, and the young women who 
act so spiritedly are far above what one 
is accustomed to in seemliness and good 
looks Of the book of the play and of the 
many principals in the cast, the best that 
can be said is that they are repeatedly ap- 
planded and seem to give genuine pleasure. 
To a critical mind the jokes were mainly 
old and the songs mainly flat. <A topical 
song of William Gould's had two amusing 
stanzas, and Hattie Williams’ “I'm a 
Lady.’ by Ed. Gardiner, has the true touch 
of satire. For the rest, it was vaudeville 
merely, and not more than passable at that 
As for the Rogers Brothers, they work 
hard, perspire freely, and even if on a rigid 
jndgment they lack genuine merriment.

It develops very early in the play that 
the Italian has a past—the old story, a de 
ceived girl—the girl's next best friend on 
the trail with a long, sharp knife—meets 
Husband No. 2 about to be dishonored—sus 
picions aroused-—revivalistic mummy-—de 
termined to save wife’s honor, if net too 
late—of course star wins by a neck—in this 
ease it is his wife's neck, so the outcome 
is happy for all save the Italian nobleman, 
who is turned loose and given about ten 
minutes’ start of the dago with the long 
knife. Lionel Barrymore was the revenge 
seeking organ grinder, and made it easy to 
understand why his blackguardly country 
man was so much in earnest about wanting 
to eseape him.

Certainly melodious, but many degrees 
away from the jingling comic opera the late 
lamented Sir Arthur composed when work 
ing in co-operation with Gilbert. Only here
